Fleischer, notorious Detroit "Pur- 
ple Gangster" sought all over the 
continent for questioning in coh- 
nection with the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing case, surrendered today to 
Wayne-co Prosecutor Harry S. 
Toy. 


He is charged with the murder 


of three members of the "Little 
Navy-gang in an apartment house 
here on September 16, 1931. 


His surrender brings to an end 


a far-flung search that extended 
from Canada southward into Mexi- 
co. At various times he Was 
re- 


ported in Mexico, across the border 
from El Paso. Searching parties 
went after him, but to no avail. 


The prosecuting attorney's 
of- 


fice was amazed when this most- 
hunted of all gangsters nonchal- 
ently walked in and said: 


"Well, boys, here I am." 
Prosecutor Toy had no warning 


of his coming. He was

gasted when Fleischer, a broad 
grin on his face, stepped from an 
elevator on the fifth floor of the 
police station and strolled into his 
office. 


Detroit police have sought the

fifth of the billion dollar total.

In 1930, Brunsman reported, the 


decline in the payroll total in all 
industries amounted to 15 per cent 
in the state as a whole.

Yet in the" Cin- 
cinnati and Columbus areas 
the 


corresponding drop was only 8 per 
cent. In the Toledo area it was 26 
per cent, in Stark county 24 per, 
cent, in the Akron area 20 per 
cent, and in the Dayton area 18 
per cent. 


Total payroll in the manufactur- 


ing industries of the state fell off 
22 per cent in 1930 from 1929, 
while, the total of all non-manu- 
facturing industries showed a de- 
cline of only 5 per cent.
